When I turned to yourstory on Rus- 
sian influence in North Korea (“Where 
the Red Shadow Fell,” Lire, Nov. 27) 
I was s0 shocked tears filled my eyes. 
There in the midst of the pile of un- 
matched shoes was my old friend and 
fellow worker, Lee Young Ha, whom I 
knew when I was a Methodist mission- 
ary in Py T was thankful he 
was still alive even though so wrecked 
by the brutality of the Red devils. 


Mr. Lee was one of the finest Chris- 
tian leaders of Pyongyang with its 300,- 
000 people and some 70.elf-supporting 
Christian churches, great Christian 
schools and hospitals. His face was al- 
ways lighted by a winning smile and 
his voice soft and low. This leading 
Methodist layman, together with an- 
other friend, Kim Tong Won, a Pres- 
hyterian elder, operated one of the 
largest factories in Pyongyang. 

‘Then in came the Russians. They 
backed trucks up to the plant and took 
all, including machinery. A few days 
later they came to the home of his part- 
ner, Mr. Kim, and said, “You are well 
known here and ean do things. Secure 
50 head of the fine Korean cattle, get 
butchers and deliver the meat to us.”” 
Mr. Kim said, “You have taken my 
factory andmy money.Thavenomoney 
and cannot secure butchers.” The Rus- 
sians said, “You get the cattle and 
butcher them and deliver the meat to 
us.” That night Mr. Kim slipped out 
of Pyongyangand walked the 160miles 
to Seoul, After a few days his family 
joined him. Kim Tong Won became a 
great helper of his old friend, President 
Syngman Rhee. I have just learned 
that he, with hundreds of other com- 
munity leaders of Korea, was taken on 
the march north and murdered. 

Mr. Lee, on the other hand, stayed 
in Pyongyang and did what he could 
to carry on his work. The Nam San 
(South Mountain) Church of which 
he was the leading layman was burnt 
to the ground. Mr. Lee gave much of 
the money and time needed to rebuild 
the church. But the Red devils got Mr. 
Lee. Look at his picture in the desola- 
tion of unmatched shoes, the body 
mostly skin and bones. But I still be- 
lieve that the light of the knowledge 
of the glory of God as it shines in the 
face of Christ still shines in Lee Young, 
Ha’s heart.

‘The 11 men on the opposite page have that look of middle-aged normaley 
that would attract no special attention in a crowd or at a college reunion. 
But a quarter of a century ago they were heroes, familiar to thousands 
who thrilled to see them in college football stadiums. They were members 
of Walter Camp’s last and greatest All-America team in 1924, It was a 
year of football giants, The most storied backfield of all time, Notre Dame's 
Four Horsemen pranced through undefeated. In one game Red Grange 
scored four touchdowns in 12 minutes at Illinois, and in another Ci

From Army hospital Lire correspondent cables stories and thoughts of soldiers wounded in disaster 
by HUGH MOFFETT 


While covering the war in Ko- 
rea Lire Correspondent Hugh Mof- 
fett was injured in a jeep accident, 
That is how he happened to be in 
@ hospital when the U.N. wound- 
ed began pouring back. 


The expression “bug out”—tak- 
ing it on the lam—was used some 
in the last war, but in Korea it is 
being spoken many thousands of 
times a day. Until recently the ex- 
pression had a pleasant sound, for 
it was applied to gooks and Chi- 
nese, Now it is a nasty word. 
The most disastrous bug-out in 
America’s military history is in 
progress. 

A week ago two wounded sol- 
diers entered the Fourth Field Hospital near Seoul and were put into 
beds near mine. They immediately fought to hang onto their pile-lined 
jackets. Said one, “When we have to bug out of here I don’t want to 
have to run in nothing but pajamas.” Ten days ago, as we bedded down 
in a command post north of the Chongchon River, a soldier advised us 
that the bug-out route was to the east if we found it necessary to shag dur- 
ing the night. It is otherwise known as the “haul asbestos” route. A com- 
manding officer instructed his motor-pool sergeant to hoard a spare sup- 
ply of precious gasoline. He referred to the hoard as his bug-out gas. 

There are many bug-outs. They all add up to a huge and tragic one: the 
evacuation of the hurt and the wounded from the battlefronts. Bundles of 
clothes shaped roughly by the men inside them pour into the field hospi- 
tals out of the nights or murky days. Some men strip away their garments 
to reveal a pattern of untended bullet holes. Some walk doggedly in the 
last steps of a three-day trip from the battle line, unwrap bullet-pierced 
garments and sag at last to a soft cot in a warm room. Portions of towels 
cover shattered hands. Sometimes the men come in with splints fash- 
ioned out of a pine bough in the middle of a fight on some blood-spattered 
hill. There is a little—very littlek—humor in a field hospital. There was 
the battered Turk trying to shave with Red Cross toothpaste and the ser- 
geant who sang a dirty war song as he came out of the anesthetic, with 
the Irish nurse standing alongside blushing. 

In every other cot there is a hero. James (“Red”) Cagle, 21, of Quinton, 
Okla., a private first class and a mortarman, had been shot in the stomach, 
though not in the appetite, by a machine gun. He had a light bandage over 
his belly. Between his efforts to catch up on his diet from a three-day fast, 
he told his own bi “Our 7th Division units were west of the 
Changjin Reservoir—about 1,400 men. We were in a tight perimeter 
around the command post. I was a 
forward observer that night. About 
9 o'clock the bugle played and 
they were on us. I saw a captain 
ill the, bugler and that stopped 
the bugle music. The Chinese 
swept down on us from the hills 
and we started pouring mortar 
shells into them. One mortar fired 
142 rounds in 10 minutes. The 
tubes got red hot and burned out. 
We held the Chinese off until 
10:30 the next morning. Then we 
destroyed all our equipment ex- 
cept 20 trucks to carry the wound- 
ed and set out east to try to join 
the Marines. The wounded were 
piled six deep in the trucks. 

“Four miles down the road we 
hit a roadblock. We had about 
500 able men left. Half of the 
group started over a hill to try to 
clear out the men firing at the

burn. Then the Chinese came in 
on us again. We were out of am- 
munition and had to scatter. I lay 
in the woods and saw the Chinese 
throw phosphorous grenades into 
our trucks of wounded. I could 
hear the wounded yell. It’s an aw- 
ful thing to hear and not be able 
to do anything, I wasn’t fixed to 
help anybody else as I was pretty 
weak myself, Another fellow who 
wasn’t wounded helped me out. I 
never got his name. The next day 
we must have walked 8 or 10 
miles. I had my carbine and three rounds. He had a .45 with two rounds. 
We saw plenty of Chinese to shoot at but couldn't because they would 
have run us down. We had to walk across a corner of the Changjin Reser- 
voir and I broke through the ice and got wet up to my knees, but for some 
reason I didn’t get any frostbite. We got to the Marines who helped get 
us to the airstrip and we were flown out in a C-54.” 

In the hospitals, there are other wounds which lie deeper than the 
bullets. There are nightmares, cries of “Help!” and “Banzai!” from the 
ward cots. Red Cagle always had the same torturing dream. In front of 
him Chinese soldiers would pop up like jack-in-the-boxes, first here and 
then there, then there and then back over here. They were like Al Capp’s 
Nogoodniks, each of whom, when shot, explodes into four Nogoodniks. 

America prides itself on having thinking soldiers. Perhaps there are 
times when a soldier should stop thinking and devote his efforts to being, 
expendable. But it doesn’t work that way. He is equipped to think even 
in zero temperatures, with or without shoepacs. He does not fight the 
suicidal war of the Chinese soldier who may be doped before he is sent 
into charges. One Chinaman walked up to an officer, stopped and laughed 
in his face and crumpled as the officer shot him, A few days ago a pilot 
strafed the lower Chongchon River which the Chinese were fording in 
broad daylight. In droves, they advanced to the west bank without look- 
ing up at the planes, took off their pants and waded slowly across, many 
of them falling and tingeing the Chongchon with red. Once on the other 
side, they deliberately put their pants back on and went on their way. 

Some American officers are saying that our troops have panicked too 
easily. One said, “I don’t know, maybe we lost something after the last 
war. They don’t seem to fight as well.” This kind of talk is coming from 
officers mostly in rear areas who have not seen the crimson tide coming 
into the command posts. Officers 
nearer the front admit that some 
troops were poorly trained for 
the Korean type of fighting but 
point out that the summer and 
fall campaign made most of the 
boys men. 

In the northeast the Marines 
may be demonstrating that a tight- 
fighting outfit can hold together 
and drill its way through tough 
going. But the casualties in this 
operation are going to make sad 
reading. The simple, single fact is 
that the Chinese are legion and 
we aren't, Ours is probably as 
good an army as we have had 
anywhere, Many brave men have 
bugged out and many brave men 
are dead in the snow. As for train- 
ing, there is none anywhere which 
will make one soldier's body de- 
flect the bullets of five burp guns.

WE'RE IN IT NOW! 


“We know our enemy,” LiFe said last week. 
We know much more. All of us know—or should 
know—that we are at war with that enemy 
NOW. Not tomorrow, maybe. Not in 1952, 
maybe. But NOW. Maybe not open, acknowl- 
edged, atomic war, Maybe a war in which the 
shooting is interrupted for awhile. But war all 
the same, war to the finish, war NOW. This 
statement is doubted? Then, before some of the 
‘questions raised by the fact of real and present 
war are discussed, let the enemy speak as he 
spoke last week to all who would heed. 


OUR ENEMY IS CONFIDENT; 
AND HE TELLS US, “THIS IS WAR” 


Our Communist enemy laid it on the line 
with a sureness and confidence which went 
beyond the familiar tone and language of 
mere propaganda. Probably the most mean- 
ingful words of the week were spoken at Lake 
Success by Andrei Vishinsky, the Soviet For- 
cign Minister. He was speaking of a mild lit- 
tle resolution, put up by the U.S. and five 
other powers. It anply asked the Chin

Communists to withdraw their troops from 


Korea, It made no threats, promised no pen- 
alties if they refused. Just asked them to get 
out. In the manner of the Communists when. 
they are saying exactly what they mean, 
Vishinsky said of this polite request, “If you 
ask what shall be done to avert the danger of 
a third world war, I must say that what you 
are concocting will not ward off that threat. 
On the contrary, that threat will grow. Your 
actions are oil on that fire. The intervention 
by American armed forces in Korea and the 
apgressive actions of American armed forces 
against China [meaning, on Formosa] con- 
stitute the crux of the sources ofa third world 
war. These actions must be halted if that 
threat is to be averted.” Of course the per- 
manent surrender of Korea and the aban- 
donment of Formosa would not 
Communists nor “avert the threat”: they 
had made it very that they were after 
all of , includin; Japan, and after West- 
ern Germany as well. If Vishinsky had said, 
give us all that or get ready for war, he might 
have been bluffing. But now he was saying 
the Communists were ready to continue the 
present war in Asia and to court total war 
for the sake of Korea and Formosa alone. 

The Communist government in Peking 
spoke with the same hard voice. It told the 
people of China that they were at war, in an 
alliance “headed by the Soviet Union and 
including the New China.” By radio and in 
'y newspapers the Communists of China 
said over and over, “We must continue to 
strike the enemy blow after blow after blow 
after blow. . . . We must strengthen our 
army, navy and air force with all dispatch: 
plan and carry out the construction of a na- 
tional defensc economy; develop a campaign 
to resist America and aid Korea on a wider 
scale, with intensity and endurance.” Over 
and over, in China and in Moscow, the Com- 
munists named one enemy. Not the Not 

“the imperialist West” of past Bropayanta; 
But America and “American imperial 
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Why this readiness, this downright thirst, 
for war NOW? Surely the Communists knew 
that we were all too ready to get our troops 
out of Korea once the shooting was over, and 
leave it to the hazards of infiltration. Surely 
they knew that Formosa was almost certain 
to be theirs in the end, if the set policies of 
the U.S. and its allies were allowed to run 
their course. Then why—why NOW? As usu- 
al the Communists provided the best expla- 
nation of their acts. Perhaps not the answer, 
but the best answer offered by enyone. Sta- 
lin’s newspapers in Moscow said that there 
has been a great shift in the balance of power 
in the world, a shift (said Pravda) which the 
has foolishly ignored. And what was 
great shift of power? It was the taking 
of China by the Communists. The China of 
which we were all so weary in 1949, the 
China which we all waved down the drain. 
The Communists tell us that it is the addition 
of Chinese power to power which gives 
them their sudden confidence, their will to 
make war NOW. 

Our hearing is 
of Communist threat and propaganda. But 
the threat is never empty, and what they 
say is not always “propaganda.” We must 
hear them now and believe them now when 


they tell us, “This is war—NOW.”

And men. Men for our armies, our Air 
Force, our Navy. Men to do the fighting 
that our enemy is ready to do NOW. Again 
the babblers tell us: you can’t raise and train 
armies overnight, for fighting tomorrow. 
That's right—you can’t. And who forgot

that? We all forgot it—‘We always do.” 
But it’s time now, it’s in order now for the 
people of America to say to their leaders— 
pipe down on that one. Just get going! 

“Full mobilization” is formidable. It 
throws everybody. It conjures up all the 
complications and difficulties which enable 
the men who must execute it to say, as one 
of the President's spokesmen said last week, 
that you can’t just write “national emer- 
gency” on a piece of paper and have it like 
that. Right again—you can’t. And who for- 
got that? The American people? No, Mr. 
Truman, General Marshall, the particular 
spokesman who got off this particular pie 
of empty wisdom last week—they are the 
ones who forgot it. There’s no great point in 
beating them over the head for all that now. 
But there is point in saying: 

Okay, you've told us that. Sure it's a tough 
job.

Messrs. Truman and Attlee talk it over in 
Washington, and part with a mutual prom- 
ise of no appeasement, anywhere, The Pre 
ident acts as though he means it.

At the end of the fourth day of the Korean war, 
one member of the high brass, weary and dis- 
mayed by the prevailing confusion, sighed and 
said, “All day I've been thinking what a won- 
derful team we had in 1945.” He was referring to 
the winning combination of Stimson, Marshall 
and Eisenhower. Mr. Stimson was dead, Eisen- 
hower was scheduled to command the armed 
forces of the Atlantic Powers. But the third man 
of the team, General Marshall, was back again, 
in command as Secretary of Defense. When 


General Marshall returned to the Pentagon it 
wasas if he had never left that building.

In gloomy fact, one toymaker has already traveled that final 
thousandth of an inch. Creative Playthings Inc., of New York and 
St. Louis, has a family of five small dolls—Father, Mother, Brother, 
Sister and Baby—which it advertises in O. Henry style with the 
snapper at the end. “. . . They are wired so that they stand or sit 
with ease. Washable, unbreakable, they will last for years. Sex fea- 
tures included.” 

That last sentence does not mean what an innocent in toyland 
might think—that Mother wears lipstick and Father a mustache. 
Ifa child happens to undress Father, the child will receive precise- 
ly the sort of surprise that greeted art lovers at the unveiling of 
Epstein’s statue, Adam. 

It is true that realism in some of the other branches of the toy 
industry has not kept pace. The New Idea Farm Equipment Com- 
pany has a plastic manure spreader, for example, which, except for

This year’s atomic energy sets, although improved, 
still are not equipped with miniature loyalty oaths. But in the 
“career” category, realism is running strong. 

“Latest trends in American enterprise featured in career toys,” 
announces a press release from the Toy Manufacturers of the U.S.A. 
“Drugstore soda fountain operation is now practical for the play- 
pen set.” Once, a child might have dreamed unprofitably of be- 
coming president, but now his sights can be trained toward a safer. 
and saner goal. With a new kit that makes malted milks, chocolate 
sundaes and banana splits, he can join the march of American en- 
terprise as a soda jerk. Other “careers” opened for the playpen set 
by new toys are grocery clerk, grease monkey, cosmetician and/or 
embalmer (the toy involved in this case consists of a rubber head 
and a set of paints). 

In the field of games, realism has been rife for years, at least since 
the craze (1936) of “Monopoly,” in which the object naturally is 
to bleed your friends white by charging outrageous rents and even- 
tually to drive them mercilessly to poverty, disaster and disgrace. 
However, lately gamemakers have achieved many refinements of 
this theme, and now offer children the opportunity to become ac- 
quainted with such other adult miseries as watered stock, mort- 
gages, traffic violations, gold bricks, cutworms, hailstorms and ag 
gravated assault. The rules for “Rich Uncle,” for example, start 
off with this dismally realistic statement: “Rich Uncle Pennybags 
owns the Daily Bugle, and most of the town, and what he says goes.” 
In the game of “Mr. Ree” the instructions include a paragraph 
headed, “Example of how to commit a murder.” 

The foregoing suggests the distance the toy industry has already 
covered. Where it is about to go is even more ominous. A doll im- 
pregnated with the odor of a baby is now under consideration. So 
is a plastic human jaw complete with rotten teeth—the child fills 
the cavities with plastic. And so, indeed, is a doll with flexible plas- 
tie nostrils, into which its inventor thrusts wads of water-soaked 
cotton. “Look!” he says, squeezing hard, “its nose runs!” But even 
that is a joyful thing compared to the toy that another inventor 
recently brought to New York to sell to a manufacturer. The man- 
ufacturer reports that at first glance the thing resembled a saddle, 
such as the Lone Ranger might use. But still, there was something 
queer about it. It looked as though it had been made to fit some 
wretched creature that had a 34-inch girth and whose belly almost 
scraped the ground. “My God!” gasped the manufacturer. “Can 
it ose” 

“Yes,” said the inventor with quiet pride. “You just strap it 
around your waist, get down on your hands and knees, and . . .”

When farmland was redistributed (on a basis of about half an acre 
per capita in some areas) and the landless were on the point of rejoi 
ingin their new possessions, they wereshocked to discover t 
thing was expected of them. Their able-bodied young men were 
conscripted into the army, and, since that reduced both the needs 
of the family and its ability to work the soil, half an acre sometimes 
was subtracted from each household’s allotment for each conseript 
taken away. Then came the grain requisitions (taxes coHected in 
kind)—reported to be heavier than under any previous regime. 

In the western and southwestern rice-growing province i 
requisitions have certainly been heavy enough to move whol 
tricts to revolt. Except for the major cities and the m 
of communication along which official traffic moyes under military 
escort, the. provinces of Kwangsi, Kweichow, Yunnan, Szechwan 
and the western half of Hunan, which normally ships great quan- 
tities of rice to the coast, are in the hands of “bandits.” The exact 
composition of these unruly elements is unknown. They are made 
up of scattered Nationalist soldiery, whose officers contrive to g 
an occasional report through to Formosa, of the remnants of local 
war lord armies, of native bandits, of local bad characters and also 
of great numbers of desperate .” On Formosa there was 
lately a demand from on high for a conservative estimate on the 
nestor of armed men on the rampage in the provinces named, and 
the various intelligence agencies came up with a figure of roughly 
700,000. To the most skeptical this cannot seem a high figure, for 
Mao himself, as long ago as last June, was lamenting, “There are 
still more than 400,000 bandits [sic] to be annihilated.” In Kwang- 
tung, the southernmost coastal province, which the Reds are mak- 
inga serious effort to olice and about which Formosa has real infor- 
mation, the “guerrillas” total more than 200,000. This includes 
native soldiery now under the Communist banner but pledged to 
support counierrevolution when the whistle blows. 


The “peasantry” is put in its place 


IN this situation, well enough known in Peking (though it may 

not be at all well known in Moscow), the attitude of the Stalin- 
ist hierarchy towards its “peasantry” has undergone a great change. 
Partly from inclination perhaps, because he was a farm boy, but 
chietly by necessity because his bases were in territory where there 
was no industrial proletariat, Mao Tse-tung made his whole appeal 
to the countryfolk, and so built his reputation among the starry- 
eyed American pilgrims to Yenan as an “agrarian reformer.” But 
since his former rival Li Li-san returned as a Red army camp follow- 
er from a sojourn of many years in Moscow and had himself made

UT any counterrevolution in China, according to common sup- 
position, will demand the support of the “intellectuals.” And 
who are they? All teachers and journalists belong in this category 
of course. But in China all university students rate themselves 
tellectuals. Since there are relatively few of them, and since govern- 
ment needs educated men, a fairly high percentage of China’s uni- 
yersity graduates get into government service. Among all of these 
the tendenc: veral decades, been decidedly to the left, 
and Chiang K: bureaucracy was pretty generally against 
him and receptive to Communist persuasion.

It is not hard to understand the state of mind of those “‘intellec- 
tuals” who are now the trapped civil servants of the Red dictator- 
ship: they live only for their chance to do their own little bit of 
sabotage when the counterrevolution comes. 


From all these deep and diverse sources comes the hope of fr 
dom that finally focuses on the guerrilla forces—those hundre 
of thousands of “bandits” whose “annihilation” Mao has been pur. 
suing so fruitlessly. Indeed there are in these numbers many pla 
bandit groups. There are also thousands of old Nationalist regula 
(gathering to themselves new thousands in flight from the Red ter- 
ror) whose hatred of the Reds is fierce but whose loyalty to Chiang 
withered in his defeat years ago. This is no tidy array with a nice 
identity of interests. But it is a huge and growing one, indestruct- 
ible in its very elusiveness and chewing away savagely every day 
at Communist strength. 

What are the real size and resources of this force as nearly as we 
fix them? First of all are the 20,000 Nationalist secret police agents, 
now operating just as they did behind the Japanese lines, during 
the last war and after, under the direction of the late Tai Li. Some of 
their old associates have deserted the Nationalist cause; a few con- 
verted themselves into Red agents, but the bulk of them have re- 
mained loyal and effective. They are at every important railroad 
station, river and coastal port, getting information for Formosa, di- 
recting the train-wrecking and bridge-blowing and other acts of sab- 
otage that are reported in Hong Kong's Chinese papers every day.

The decentra s on the spots on which they st 
plus the re ommunication system from the threat 
of a disastrous tie-up, are reforms which are long overdue, war or no 
war. For a city is primarily a communications center, serving the same 
purpose as a nerve center in the body. It is a place where railroads, tele- 
phone and telegraph centers come together, where ideas, information 
and goods can be exchanged. Obviously, then, a city can only function 
efficiently if its means of communication are ample and well laid out. 

All of this applies to the nature of cities in times of peace as much 
asit does in times of war, when they are mustered for defense. The traflie 
jams in streets and subways jams 
which fray our nerve nce that our 
cities as they now exist are rly in their best possible form. 

We believe that the measures which we have suggested have an in- 
trinsic tendency to make the city a better organized and safer place 
to live. They would serve also to thwart the extreme and unhe: lth 
internal growth which is now taking place in most of our big mun 
palities. And they would presumably lead to a greater spread of healthy 
semirural life on the urban periphery. 

‘Thus our suggestions are not threats of militarism, nor can they be 
so taken by another power. Our plan is not a token pill designed like 
so many of the present aspects of civil def 
questions rather than to protect lives. If it is exp. 
cause any real defense must be expensive. 

If our suggestions are adopted—and eventually they will be adopted, 
for they are prompted by the logic of things—they will have three polit- 
ical and moral consequences. The first will be a recognition of the prin- 
ciple that no large American cities are expendable no matter how expen- 
sive they may be to protect. The second is a corollary of the fi 
metropolitan regions will not be administered as if the prote 
the poorer and most congested districts were no concern of the inhabi- 
tants of the residential suburbs. 

The third consequence will be international. As life belts are built 
around our cities, they will become far less rewarding targets for atomic 
attack, At the same time the idea of defense-by-communication will 
be conceived in other countries (if it is not already well established) 
and will be acted upon. As the threat of atomic war is lessened in our 
cities, so the threat of atomic retaliation will be lessened in the cities 
of every other great power.

Evacuation of London 


FILM SHOWS HOW CITY MEETS ATOMIC THREAT 


A problem not unlike that which the Wiener plan faces was tackled 
recently by a British movie, Days to Noon. The problem: how 
to evacuate London while the army and police run down a mad scien- 
tist intent upon destroying the city with a new type of atomic bomb. 
Though intended frankly as a thriller, this exciting film was considered 
important enough to be endorsed by the British War Office, which along 
with London’s police and thousands of citizens cooperated to clear the 

cets in whole sections of the city. As the movie visualized it, the pub- 
lic was informed by radio and printed bulletins of the menace which 
threatened them. For the evacuation period, people were permitted to 
carry only small bundles and had to leave other possessions such as pets 
and baby carriages at central stations. A caravan of trains, buses and 
private vehicles carried people to assigned areas outside the city. Into 
the city all transportation such as airplanes and ships was stopped. If 
such an emergency actually occurred, Londoners, with their wartime 
bombing experience, would be better prepared for it psychologically 
than Americans, But without the elements of the Wiener plan, their 
city would still be terribly vulnerable to the aftereffects of the A-bomb,

Every autumn traveling down the central flyway from the far northern 
prairies to the Gulf of Mexico, the Canada geese settle by the thousands on 
the North Platte River in Nebraska to spend the night and feed in the 
grain fields all around. Every autumn, as the honkers come down, dozens 
of hunters go up the North Platte to Art Storz’s hunting lodge in one of 
the world’s best goose-hunting areas to shoot birds and eat their host’s 
good food. Storz, a rich Omaha brewer, guarantees his guests a reasonably 
good chance of getting the wily birds, which is not easy.

ELEPHANT WITH A FORD INSIDE 


Motorized British pachyderm goes 27 mph in high gear and costs $4,200 


Shown aboveis the only elephant known who can blow 
smoke through his trunk. Not tobacco smoke; but 
gasoline smoke from a small Ford motor cleverly con- 
cealed in his insides. The elephant walks with the 
heavy-footed, rolling gait peculiar to pachyderms 
and has aly look in his eyes—the look of an elephant 
who isn’t really an elephant but a motor vehicle. 
This motorized pachyderm was built in England 
by a Scotsman named Frank Stuart. It took rough- 
ly the normal period of gestation for elephants, and 
when he got through he had installed 9,000 parts in 
him and named him Jumbo. Steel tubes form Jumbo’s 


skeleton. His head is papier-maché, and his skin is 
thick felt. To make Jumbo walk, power is applied to 
the wheels in one front leg and in the opposite hind 
leg while the other two legs are braked. Then the situ- 
ation is reversed and Jumbo moves along like any ele- 
phant. Being equipped with a standard Ford trans- 
mission, he has three speeds forward and one reverse. 
He can probably outrun any elephant alive when he 
is in high gear—27 mph is his tested top speed. With 
children aboard, however, he usually ambles along 
at 5 mph. A strictly export item, he can be bought 
for $4,200. But he requires a special license to drive.
